Merchants Ask 


City for Help 
In Parking Jam 


Is it commuters or the employ- 
ees of business establishments 
who are filling up Menlo Park’s 
free municipal parking plaza num- 
ber one, leaving no room for cus- 
tomers? 

The problem and a plea for 
help in solving it were presented 
to the city council Tuesday night 
by representatives of the mer- 
chants committee of the Chamber 
of Commerce. 

Dale Frane told councilmen 
that the merchants group has been 
studying the situation of the 
crowded plazas for some weeks 
but is not in agreement as to the 
best solution. Time limits of from 
2 to 4 hours have been proposed 
by some of the business people, 
opposed by others, Frane said. 
EMPLOYEES BLAMED 

Majority opinion among. the 
merchants, he said, seems to be 
that cars of employees in the busi- 
ness houses are taking up most of 
the needed parking spaces. Some 
employers have persuaded their 
staff members to park along side 
streets away from the stores. Oth- 
ers seem unbale to do so or are 
unwilling to, feeling that such ac- 
tion would merely drive the all- 
day parking out into residential 
areas creating a nuisance for 
home owners. 

Some temporary relief is ex- 
pected, Frane said, when the 
new plazas are completed on 
the southerly side of Santa Cruz, 
but it is felt that the problem 
will recur in the future and 
that some action is needed nw. 
In an effort to nail down the 

proportions of the difficulty, 
Chamber of Commerce President 
Robert Starkweather agreed that 
the chamber will undertake a 
store-by-store survey to find out 
how many employee cars are in- 
volved. Meanwhile, City Manager 
Cc. L. Longson said, the city will 
survey the plazas to find out how 
many cars are parked there all 
day by commuters and by riders 
in car pools,

NOW IS THE TIME... 


Now is the time for all good men to come to the aid of 
the party! 

-- Sounds like a typing exercise, doesn’t it? But at this 

particular time, the words mean more than that. 

Next Tuesday all qualified voters who have registered as 
members of one party or another — Republicans, Democrats, 
Prohibitionists — will determine who shall lead their ticket at 
the general elections next November. 

. Because the election Tuesday is a party affair and this news- 
paper takes no partisan stand, we are not going to attempt to tell 
anyone how he ought to vote. But we do urge you to go to the 
polls. and to go to the polls prepared to choose not only your 
party’s candidates for high office but those who shall control 
your party at the local level. 

It’s fun to put in your two bits for Adlai or Ike or Estes. 
It is also important to pick your party's leadership in the county 
central committee. 

We believe in this nation’s two-party system, and the back- 
bone. of that system is the local central committee, properly 
representing the party's interest from the level of the individual 
member. 

The primary election is the final election for the central com- 
mittee. You do not have another chance at these party repre- 
sentatives; so check your sample ballot, pick your party leaders 
and vote for them Tuesday. 


. . . And Let’s Make It a ‘Primary’ 

All of which brings us to the matter of the primary election 
itself —and the question: “What Is It?” 

The primary is supposed to be the time for party members 
to choose their candidates, and in theory it fits that purpose. 
In practice, many times it falls far short or goes far beyond 
because of California’s peculiar cross-filing system. 

Because a candidate can file on both party tickets and be- 

cause it is thus conceivable that he may win the endorsement 
of both parties in June, the primary can become the final deciding 
@ection. 
~ Since each party knows it faces outside opposition on the 
primary ballot, party leaders are wary of dividing their strength 
on that ballot with a multiplicity of candidates. From this stems 
the common practice of having a pre-primary caucus in which 
a group of party leaders in a smoke-filled room choose who shall 
receive endorsement from those who would run for office. Any 
would-be candidate who seeks the party’s support is pledged to 
withdraw and help the chosen man if he himself fails to get the 
backing of the “fact-finding committee.” 
~ Thus the choice of candidates is not made in truth at the 
primary, but is largely the result of a caucus. At the primary 
election itself, the voter finds three types of candidate: the party 
leaders’ choice, the opposition party’s choice and, frequently, a 
lone-wolf candidate who either violates his pledge to the party 
or who never sought active support from it. 

We would like to see cross-filing abolished. We would like 
to see any man who thinks he can win file for office. We would 
like to see the party members — and remember you are the party 
members — choose their man in a party primary in June and see 
him fight it out with candidates of the other parties in November, 

In short, we would like to see the primary be a primary.

of magnolias, the flaming glory of liquidambar in the fall or the 
spring delight of fruit trees in bloom. 

But between loss of the oaks and planting of these non- 
indigenous species, the natural, native beauty of our area has 
been changed. Little by little the oaks come down, the other 
trees go in, and there may come a day when few will know the 
majesty of our lofty, rugged giants. 

It takes a long time for an oak to achieve such majesty. 
Instead of tearing them out and replacing those that fall with 
faster growing but non-native species, we believe that we should 
be considering the future beauty of our area, so that our grand- 
children won’t wonder why the City of Menlo Park chose an oak 
to be its symbol. 

For example, when the second municipal parking plaza was 
built, several large oaks were removed to make room for more 
cars. Subsequently, planting boxes were installed to beautify the 
expanse of macadam, and in these boxes young trees were planted 
— magnolias. 

In the new parking plazas on the southerly side of Santa 
Cruz avenue, we understand, the city intends to preserve several 
large oaks that don’t “get in the way.” We hope so. And we hope, 
too, that if new trees are planted they may be oaks. Messy? 
Need spraying? Perhaps, but we believe they would be worth it. 

The South has magnolias. Australia has eucalyptus. The 
Sierras have their giant redwoods, the Rockies their ponderosa 
pine. But nobody had more oaks than Menlo Park. 

We hereby nominate Stanford for the Oak Leaf cluster 
citation for reversing the established trend and starting to give 
this Jand back to the oaks. 

Let's all follow the example!

Public Schools doing Good Job, 
But Need Help, Conference Finds

Our public schools are doing al 
good job, but solution of some of | 
their major problems calls for 
more interest and cooperation 


This seemed to be the consensus | 
of more than 450 residents of the| 
Sequoia Union High School Dis- | 
trict who gathered last Friday and 
Saturday to give their public 
schools a thorough going over in| 
the Sequoia Educational Confer-| 
ence. | 

After meeting Friday night for 
a preparatory session and a key- 
note talk by Dr. Arthur Corey, ex-| 
ecutive secretary of the California 
Teachers Association, delegates | 
reassembled Saturday morning in 
a total of 22 sections, each devot- 
ed to one of the four topics of the} 
conference: | 

1. What Are the Aims of Our} 
Public Schools and Are We Ac- 
complishing Them? 

2. In View of Increased School 
Enrollments, What Are Some of 
the Problems of Financing Our | 
Public Schools? 

3. How Can We Obtain a Contin- 
uing Interest in Public Educa- 
tion? 

4. How Can We Get Enough 
Good Teachers and Keep Them? 
DISCUSSION SUMMARIZED | 

In each section, a recorder sum- 
marized discussion and conclu- 
sions during the two-and-a-half-| 
hour session that ran from 9:30 to} 
noon. While the delegates then 
gathered for luncheon in the Se- 
quoia High School cafeteria, four 
members of an evaluation commit- 
tee combined and edited the re- 
ports and, at 1:30, the conference 
reconvened in the Sequoia audi- 

torium to hear summaries of the} 
total discussion on each of the} 
four topics. 

Summarizing conclusions of 
the 11 sections dealing with the 
aims of the public schools, Al- 
exander Bodi, editor of the Palo 
Alto Times, found most dele- 
gates in accord that the schools 
are doing a good job but that 
they may be over-emphasizing | 
minor subjects and that more | 
coordination between elemen- | 
tary and high schools and more | 
cooperation with parents are | 
needed. | 

All sections dealing with pro-| 
blems of school financing seemed | 


carrying all of the burden they} 
can and that some means of| 
spreading or equalizing the load| 
must be found, according to Ray} 
Spangler, publisher of the Red-| 
wood City Tribune, who summar- 
ized discussion of the four groups ; 
dealing with the subject. | 
Four specific suggestions raised | 
were equalization of aecerenient | 
a state-wide property tax, sharing | 
with the schools of a city-county | 
sales tax, and that adult-education | 
participants pay a tuition fee. 
INFORMATION WANTED 
Four sections dealing with the 
problem of obtaining a continuing 
interest in public education found 
that parents and public are inter-| 
ested and want to know what the} 
schools are doing but generally 
are not getting or understanding 
the information they want, accord- | 
ing to the findings of Clarence A. 
Burley, publisher of the Menlo 
Park Recorder, who summarized | 
the work of these groups. 
Burley reported strong feel- 

ings that schools should be al- 
lowed to hire professional pub- 
lic relations experts to improve 
understanding between schools 
and public, as well as a demand 
for more opportunities for co- 
operative effort between educa- 
tors and lay groups.

The program which is 
developed not so much by educa- 
tors as by the pressure of society 
itself, Dr. Corey said, endeavors 
to educate individuals to. “hold 
fast” to the type of culture we now 
have at the same time that is is 
teaching them to anticipate and 
adapt to change. It tries to pro- 
duce persons who can be leaders 
as well as followers, who are in- 
dividuals. as well-as members_.of a 
group. ; 2 : 

Corey also declared that the 
method of learning in itself is 
more important than the sub- 
jects learned.
